Before Judge Thayer, this morning, was ee 
the application by Mayor Ewing for an injune- 
tion to restrain Recorder of Voters Hobiitzelle 
from. appointing Judges and clerks of election at 
the special election to be held on October 23d for 
| the election of a successor to the recently de 
ceased David Powers, President of the Board of 
Assessors. City Counselor Bell appeared for 
Mayor Ewing, and Mr. Hobilitzelle was 
represented by his counsel, Mr. John M. Glover. 


The City Counselor’s argument was oral. He 
insisted that the act of March 31, under the pro- 
visions of which Mr. ;Hoblitzelle, in his official 
capacity as Recorder of Vuters, was threatening 
to appoint the judges and clerks of election for 
the special election to be held on October 23, is 10 
conflict with that section of the State Constitution 
which provides that no act of the Legislature 
shall contain more than one subject matter, which 
shall be clearly expressed in its title, because te 
act under discussion contains two distinct sub 
jects, viz: it regulates the manner of 
registering voters, and then it goes on 
to provide for the appointment of judges and 
clerks of election, the manner of conducting elec- 
tious, the custody of the ballot boxes and tliejissu- 
ance of certificates of election. The act is revosed 
for the further reason that it is in conflict with 
that section of the Constitution which guarantees 
to the city of St. Louis the right of self-govern- 
ment, for, although it is inform a special act in- 
tended to apply to all cities in Missouri 
which have “a population of 100,000 
or more,” it is in iut of fact a special 
act, because it well known § that 
St. Louis is the only city in the State haying such 
a population. He insisted that the Legisiature 
had exceeded its power in providing for the pay- 
ment. out of the City Treasury, with money rais 
by taxation for ioeal purposes, of the expenses of 
elections in St. Louls under the act ot March 31, 
1883. That was an invasion of the city’s rights 
which the State Legisiature had no authority 
make.

He gave “Hamlet,” “Othello,” ‘“‘Riche- 
lieu,’”” “Richard,” *’The Fool’s Revenge’ and 
“Julius Cesar’ during the week, and suc- 
ceeded in reviving the favorable impression 
made liere in preceding engagements. |. 

Keene is not what might be termed a fin- 
ished tragedian. His work has not the in- 
telieetual glow to it that we look for in act- 
ors like Edwin Booth. . 

He deals not so much in the poetic as in 
the actual. ideality is not characteristic of 
his conceptions; his tendency is to realism. 

This is what made his reputation in 
“Drink” four years ago, and itis fixing his 
place on the legitimate stage now. 

_ There is more natare than art in his act- 
ing—more power than poetry in his imper- 
sonations. 

He tears a passion with greater grace than 
he forees a smile. 

His love making is less effective than are 
his death throes, and while he fights like a 
svidier he cannot face a gentie thought or 
challenge a tender sentiment without betray- 
ing his inequality to the task. 

His portraitures resemble very much 
the work of the lightning artist, -who, 
with a few wild sweeps of the 
crayon outlines a face or figure sufficiently 
to make it recognizable, but the soit 
shadings and gentle curves that make a fin- 
ished pieture are wanting, and it will not do 
to scrutinize the achievement too closely. 

He acts for the hearts, not the heads, of 
the people, and by flashing a sudden in- 
sviration on his audience wins as much fa- 
vor for his art as does the painstaking, con- 
scientious actor who neglects no detail of 
his business. 

His performances are rough and uneven, 
but gleam with momentary power, and are 
accepted by the theater-going masses be- 
cause they are not given an interpretation 
bevond reach of the average intellect. 

He does Richard, in its melodramatic 
phases, better than anything else, and ap- 
pears to great advantage in the strong scenes

TRACKING AN INCENDIARY, 


The Extraordinary Work of Detective 
Rogers at Troy, N. ¥X. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

Troy, N. Y., September 29.—Four months 
ago to-day the police of this city were asked 
to investigate an attempt that had been made 
to burn the carriage factory of Strong 
Brothers at Benson, Vt. Detective Rogers, 
who was put on the case, found that an old 
waist-coat, saturated with kerosene and 
filled with pine chips, had been used to start 
a fire in a lumber-pile adjoining the factory. 
The cloth was of peculiar pattern, and ina 
short time the detective found that Joseph 
Dusham, a French shoemakef, had a coat 
and trousers just like it. Dusham’s wife, 
Esther, informed the detective that the night 
of the fire she had seen a tramp about the 
premises, and that the tramp had called on 
Mrs. Alexander Gibbs. Mrs. Gibbs said she 
saw the so-called tramp, who bore a resem- 


blance to Mrs. Dusham. She said he 
wore a dark suit of clothes and. a 
light-colored cap “te a faded top. The de- 
tective questioned Mrs. Dusham and became 
satisfied that she had fired the lumber-pile. 
The detective next secured the services of a 
French girl residing at Amsterdam. She 
visited Benson under the assumed name of 
Miss Fannie Wright, and secured a position 
as chambermaid at a hotel. She was soon on 
intimate terms with Mrs, Dusham, who con- 
fided the fact that she had been guilty of a 
serious crime against the Strong Brothers. 
Her object was revenge, because they would 
not eject a family named Dwyer from a house 
owned by the Strong Brothers, near Mrs. 
Dusham’s _s residence. letter was 
received by Mr. Dwyer, signed “D. B. 
and H. §&.,” warning him to get out of 
the house, and concluding as follows: ‘The 
evil one can’tlive with your family. They 
area nuisance tothe town, and you must 
keep them in the house or leave here, or we 
will make it so hot -for you that you will 
wish you had neyer been born. We can do 
it, and by —— we will. We give you your 
choice—to live in peace or live in hades.’ 
Last Friday Detective Rogers visited 
Benson, disguised as a tramp, and verified 
all the facts obtained by his female assist- 
ant. Sunday morning afire broke out in 
the house occupied by the Dusham famuiy, 
and the family moved out. Rogers 
searched the premises, and in the 
cellar found a cap. which corresponded 
with the one described by Mrs. Gibbs as 
worn by the tramp, He asked Dusham if he 
had ever seen it before, and the shoemaker 
said he had. It was one of his oid caps 
which he .had thrown aside.

THE FAIR. 


Arrangements All Completed—A Peep 
at the Various Departments. 


The twenty-third St. Louis Fair opens to- 
morrow, according to the tickets issued and 
the order of the president, although the 
arenic programme and the work of awarding 
premiums in the various departments does 
not commence until Monday. It is in no spirit 
of idle boasting, reflecting the enthusiasm of 
the hour, that the statement is made that 
this Fair will eclipse all its predecessors, and 
be heralded abroad more than ever as the 
Great National Fair. So far in excess of any 
previous year has been the entree of fine 
horses that it was found necessary yester- 
day morning to set a strong force of 
men to work to build 200 additional 


stalls. They will be completed by this even- 
ing, and all occupied by to-morrow morning. 
And itis so in the cattle show. “Why,” 
said an enthusiastic director this morning, 
“| can remember when there were not as 
many cattle altogether on the Fuir Grounds 
as there are imported German and English 
cattle to-day. The Fair Grounds this year 
will be a great surprise to our visitors who 
will remember it as they saw it last. Thirty 
thousand dollars have been spent in remod- 
eling the road system, erecting new buiild- 
ings and entirely changing the plan of en- 
trance. The main entrance is at the south- 
east corner of the grounds, between two 
handsome lodges that cost $15,000. The 
populace approaches between railings 
that prevent purchasers from  stand- 
ing in other than single tile, 
sixteen ticket offices, and the grounds 
are reached through the same system of rail- 
ings, thus preventing all crowding and con- 
fusion.

open, but arrangements have also been made 
at these gates to prevent coniusion and 
crowding. The Franklin avenve cars, the 
Fourth and Pine street green cars, and the 
Jeiferson avenue cars will, during the week, 
run directly into their handsome depots, on 
either side of the main _ entrance.

THE ILLUMINATIONS. 


Twenty-Five Thousand Globes, Nine- 
teen Arches and Miles of Gas Jets. 
The work of preparing for the street ilium- 

ination is rapidly approaching completion, 

nearly all that now remains being the plac- 
ing the globes on the holders on some of the 
streets. The work on Fifth street is en- 
tirely finished. By Sunday night every 
globe will be in position and the gas will be 
turned on for a test of the burners, but will 
be turned off almost immediately. The 
committee, by experience, kas been enabled 
to greatly improve on the results of last year. 
A half block of piping has been added 
between Sixth and Seventh streets on Olive, 
and the effect of the illumination will be 
greatly heightened by the addition of arches 
spanning the streets at the end of 
the lines of light. The arches have been 
placed at Fourth and Washington avenue, 

Fourth and Walnut, Fifth and Walnut, 

Fifth and south side of Washington avenue, 

Sixth and Oiive, and a splendid duublie 

arch has been placed at the junction of 

Fourth and Olive. The effect will be one of 

gorgeous brilliancy. It will be necessary 

to view the streets to get any eonception of 
the magnificent spectacle the illumination 
wil! present, but some idea may be obtained 
by a description of the work that has been 
done. In the St. Louis Gas Company’s district 
south of Washington avenue the number of 
globes in use will be exactly 23,787, of which 

14,447 are white, 5,987 ruby,. 2,540 blue and 

813 green and amber mixed. The illuminated 

districts extend from Washington aveuue 

to the south side of Walnut street, 
and includes 2,100 teet of piping on each side 
of Fourth, 2,100 teet on each side of Fifth 
street, 350 feet on each side of Walnut street, 
and 620 feet from Fourth to Sixth street on 
each side of Olive, besides 130 feet added by 
the William Barr Company on each side of 

Olive. The single arches are of entirely new 

design and are very handsome, being covered 

with white globes, but the 
GRAND DOUBLE ARCH 

at Fourth and Olive will be 
riched with a rich buneh of 
globes, which caps its center. 
of putting up the double arch, that 
is, for the work alone, was $160. It is esti- 
mated that each burner will consume four 
cubic feet of gas per |! or 
aitogether 96,000 cubic feet gas 
per hour, and as the burners will be lighted 
from 6 to 11 o’clock on each evening of Fair 
week, beginning with Monday’ even- 
ing, and probably on the first two 
nights will burn up to 1. o'clock, 
an average of 500,000 cubic feet will be 
consumcd on each night of Fair week, or a 
total of 3,500,000 cubic feet for the entire 
week. This amount will be furnished by 
the company free of charge, at an 
expense, the current price of gas being 
taken, of $240 per hour. The most 
beautiful sight will be Olive street, lookin 

from Seventh street down, the vista o 

straight lines of light which have been found 

to be much better than the small arches be- 
ing opened with a single arch and 
closed with the double arch at 

Fourth street. On all the new burners 

large globes will be use and large 

giobes will be substituted in all cases 
of breakage for the smali ones. The globes 
were furnishea by a New York firm within 
ten days after ordering and the brasswork, 
checks, burners and holders were furnished 
by another New York firm within two 
weeks after ordering. 

IN THE LACLEDE DISTRICT, 

north of Washington avenue, the, only il- 
lumination will be on Fifth street,” between 
Washington and Franklin avenues. Within 
this space are thirteen arches and 
two thousand burners, with colors of globes 
equally divided between red, white and 
biue. These arches are ten feet higher than 
last year. One vast improvement will be 
the instantaneous lighting of all the barners 
by electric sparks. The beautiful arch ai 
the Laclede office has not been put up this 
year. 

Besides these public illuminations, all the 

rincipal: hotels and many of the basinens 

ouses will be brilliantly oe up by gas 
apd electric lights. The m. Barr build- 
ing alone, besides its gas lighting, will 
have thirty electrical lights in the interior 
and forty on the outside, thirty of them on 
the building and ten being distributed 
among the neighboring buildings. 

It may be safely said that the Ulumina- 
tions this year will far surpass in magnifi- 
cence anything ever attempted in this coun- 
try or Europe.

No. 13—Farries oF Goop Lucgx.—An im- 
mense horse-shoe, the emblem of good fort- 
une, rises ip the center of this tableau and 
has a miniature blind goddess enthroned on 
a ball of yarn suspended in the middle space 
of the shoe.

No. 14—-THE SLEEPING BEAvuTy.—This 
tabieau illustrates a scene described by the 
poet Tennyson—the waking of the spell- 
bound Princess, who is doomed to a sleep of 
100 years in her father’s palace. The heroic 
Prince is shown leaning over her enchanted 
couch, and members of the palace household 
are seen shaking off the Rip Van Winkie 
like slumber they have been sharing with 
the Princess. 

No. 15—BONNY! KILMENY.—The beautiful 
maiden heroine of the Ettrick Shepherd’s 
sweet fairy poein lies asleep in the “green- 
wood wene” and the good people are dancing 
around and strewing flowers over her. 

No. 16—-THe Swan MAIDEN.—A cloud 
picture surmounted by a rainbow, the seven 
enchanted swans of Hans Andersen’s story 
carrying their sister over the vapory billows 
in a net. 

No. 17—LoRELEI.—The siren of the rock- 
walied coast, as Goethe sings of her, appears 
in the picture, luring a couple of sailors ina 
frail craft to,destruction at the base of her 
pillar home. 

No. 18~-TaHe MaGic Mrrror.—At the 
front of this float the jealous and wicked 
Queen is shown before the gifted giass, and 
at her back the victim of her wrath, her 
beauteous stepdaughter, lies deadin a glass 
casket, which the kind dwarfs are watching. 
over. The story is told by Grimm. 

No. 19—THe Maaic Cacr.—This illus- 
trates another of the pleasing stories to be 
foundin Grimm’s volumes of fairy tales.
